These figures, we predict, will be an eyebrow raiser for 
Menlo Park: But they will not be able to tell the story of friend- 
ship and helpfulness well remembered by thousands of young 
men a long way from home. 

Menlo Park means a great deal to those men. And Menlo

Upcoming 
MP Budget

The city’s tentative budget for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1954, has been set for hearing next 
Tuesday. 

As is inevitable im a rapidly 
growing community in a time 
when wage and salary scales are 
still rising, the budget shows a 
substantial increase in expendi- 
tures over last year., 

What is not inevitable, how- 
ever, but highly salutary, is 
that the total city tax rate is to 
be reduced froth last year’s 74 
cents per $100 asséssed valua- 
tion te 73 cents for thé coming 
year. 

This 
year that the city tax rate has! 
been reduced. Last year the rate, 
was reduced to 74 cents from | 
$1.12, more than compensating for 
the 50 per cent increase in the ie 
is of assessed valuation made b 
the county assessor. 

Revenues for this year (exclud- 
ing gas tax projects, which do not 
affect the tax rate) are placed at 
$393,958, compared with an actual 
réalization of $396,653, in 1952-53. 
Revenues are estimated on a con-| 


servative basis, as a portion de- 
pends’ on building activity, and we 
must bé prepared at all times for 
a sharp curtailment. 

The expenditure budget calls 
for ‘total outlays of $484,571 
compared with $334,957 actwal 
last year. 

The amount of $20,619 by which 
proposed expenditures exceed .és- 
timated revenue is to come: from}: 
our working cash balance. .This 


balance increaséd from’:$142;041}" 


at July 1, 1952, to $203,746 on 
June 30, 1953. The anticipated bal- 
ance of $183,133 contemplated by 
the budget for June 30, 1954, is 
considered adequate for our op- 
eration, 
The increase in our working 
eash balance last year of $62,000 
was due to revenues exceeding our 
| budget estimate by almost $56,000. 
while expenditures were held 
$6500 below the budget despite a 
5 per cent wage and salary in- 
crease granted last November. 
Principal items accounting 
for the increase im revenue be- 
yond our estimates wére traffic 
finites up $16,000, motor vehicle 
license fees also up $¥6,000, 
business license fees up $7000, 
and: building inspection fees up 
$5000. The reason for the motor 
license fee increase was our spe- 
cial census, without which it 
would have been about on the 
nose with our budget estimate. 
The budgeted expenditures are 
up 21 per cent over last year’s 
budget.

Sanitary District, ‘Village Developers 
Prepare Tentative Agreement on Seepage] 


A proposed agreement was 
Grafted last week between 
the Menlo Park Sanitary District 
and Barrett and Hilp regarding 
sewage leakage from the Univer- 
sity Village subdivision. 

The tentative agreement set 
the average per diem seepage 
from the pump line at 10,000 gal- 
lons; the present leakage is ap- 
proximately 150,000 gallons a day. 

Because of the seepage of 
ground water the developers’ 
line, installed about two years 
ago, has never been accepted 
by the sanitary district. 

The leak was discovered when 
the line was put in, but Barrett 
and Hilp requested permission to 
use it just the same, since post- 
ponement would set off occupa- 
tion of homes 

At that time, the developers 
gave the sanitary district a 
$10,000 bond guaranteeing that 
the leak would be stopped. Bar- 
rett and Hilp felt that given two 
years, they could see if natural 
accumulation of dirt would seal 
off the seepage areas. 

Since natural forces haven’t 
worked, according to Cedric Web- 
ster, superintendent of the sani- 
tary district, the University Vill- 
age developers have bee ques- 
tioned as to what their move will 
be.
